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of our Society happening latety upon a little Book 
G ess The Unlawtulnefs of Common-Prayer-Worfhip, 


writcen with as little Charity as Judgment, and find- 
ing that by the boat of the Publifher and Prefacer, many 
hundreds were by the fame confirm’d in what he calls the 
prefent Truth, but We think a filly Error, namely, That 
whoever ufes, or 1s prefent at the publick Liturgy of the Ch. 
of England, were by the fame guilty of downright Idolatry, 
We thought our felves Oblig'd, having often protefs'd our 
felyes Members of that Excellent Church, to do it right as 
far asable inthis Matter, intending particularly to An{wer 
the Authors bold Affirmations, and confider whatever he 
brings ro prove his Affertions ina fingle Mercury : But meet- 
ing this Week with that Excellent Book, the Tigurine Litur- 
gy, newly Tranflated, and publifhed in our Language, We 
thought we had a fairer ard lefs invidious Way offer’d, to 
filence at leaft this Angry Man in his Uncharitable Cenfures 
and Impurations, by comparing with fome exactnets this 
Liturgy with our own, and thereby proving, We think un- 
anfwerably, chat the fubjtance of both being the fame, nay, the 
very Words and Expreflions in many places, and on that 
account theirs either taken out of the Mats-Book, or ours 
not, that either this Author muft neceflarily condemn this 
pure Proteftane Church of being guilty of Idolatry, or elfe 
acquit ours from fo weak a Charge. And further, Wethink 
our felves bound.to Declare, that this is not the Booktel- 
lers, or any others doing, to promote the Sale of a Book, 
which is not doubted, but ‘tis the Act of the Society, and 
the Extraét we make from ic fhall be done with as much 
fairne{s and faithfulnets as is poflible, and without any Re- 
flections on thofe who are not of the fame Judgment with 
ours. 

"Twas upon the 20th. of Fan. 1523. as Sleidan tells us in 
his Hiftory, that the Canton 6f Zuric; embrac’d publickly the 
Reform’d Religion, fo far as to make a Decree, That the 
Gofpel fhou’d be preach’d among ’em out of the 0. and N, 
Teftament : But "twas not, it feems, till 2 Years after, on 

13 Apr. 1625, that they abolifhed the Mafs, and as the fame 
Author tells us, inftitured in the room of it, both in their 
own City and adjacent Countreys, the Lord’s Supper, read- 
ing the Scriptures, Preaching and Prayers in their own 
Language ; and what thole Prayers were, We are now about 
to enquire. 

The Tranflation of all the Offices and publick Liturges of 
this Church out of the He/vetizn Language, was at the In- 
ftance of feveral Perfons, both Laymen and Clergy, as he 
tellsus in the Preface, attempted and perform’d by the Re- 
verend Mr. Fobn Conrad We nly, now Minifter of #raisbury 
cum Langley in Bucks, and has the Authentick and Honourable 
Recommendation of ro lefs than fix Reverend Prelates of our 
Church, namely, my Lords of London, Coventry and Litch- 
field, Bangor, Norwich, Chefter, Pcterboreugh, asa Work that 
may be of very good fatisfattion and ufe— And that it may be 
of more ufe, and give a more general fatisfaction, We here 
attempt this Abftraét of it, and comparifon with our own 
Liturgy ; their words we'll give exactly as we find ’em, and 
leave the World to judge whether the coniequences we 
make from them be fair and genuine. _ 

The Book begins, after the Dedication to Q. Mary, with 
a Prayer for their prefent Majefties, and for the Ch. of Engl. 
compos’d by the moft Reverend Father in God Antonius 
Klingbrvs, Lord Antiftes of the Ch. of Zurich, annexed to 
their ordinary Service, and appointed to be read in all the 
Churches, Chappels, Schools, and Families of his Diocels } 
Hence objerve, among the Proteftants in Switzerland a [ub- 
ordination of Pastors, which we look upon as the Effence 
of Epifcopacy ; and he who prefides amongft them has even 
more power than any Bp. in England to compote a Form of 
Prayer, not only for all Churches, but even as far as pri- 
yate Families, farther than the Church of England ever 
went. Again obferve, he’s a Lord Antiftes, which is full as 
bad in Latin as a Lord Bifhopin England. Inthe body of the 
Prayer they fpeak very honourably of his Majefty, owning 
him by the true Title of Defender of the Church, 8c. which 
God grant he may long continue. 

The Preface is Writ by the Tigurine Clergy themfelves, 
who own and atteft this as a true Scheme of their Liturgy , 
In which Preface they reckon it among the Impudent Calum- 
nics caft upon em, “That the Dead were calt out by ‘em 


“ without making any further mention of’em to their Praife 
** and Civil Honour ; and what they mean by this Civil He- 
nour, fee after on the Title of their Burials. 

They affert, “That the Holy Apoftolick Chriftian Ch 
“had the Orthodox Doéfrine, Prayers, Confeffion, Remifftsn ff 
“Sins, 8c. the very fame fay they hath the Ch. of Zurich” 
And what Prayers the{e are, what fort of Cenfeffion, which 
they doubt notto be Apoftolick, fee after on thele particu- 
Jar Heads ; and yet they afferta little lower, That they hare 
difcharg’d their Church of all {uperftitions Ceremonies, and kept 
clofe to Ancient Primitive Simplicity. 

To proceed tothe Tranflators Preface: He fays in’t, That 
he hopes thie Tranflation won't offend any reafonable Englifh 
Proteftant | and We're of the fame mind, but We With all 
who are fond of the Name of Proteflanr, were but reafona- 
ble too, and then there wou'd not at leait be fo great diffe 
rences between us. 

He further obferves, ‘* That no Minifter in the Ch. of 
“ Zurich, tho’ never fo Eloquent, is to pray at any time io 
“the Ch. wichout a Form, becaufe, he adds, they are fenfible 
“ fet Forms, are more Edifying, and tooner got by Heart, ch6 
“in private Families they permit’em to pray without ’em } 
A ftrictnefs greater even thenours, it being the general O- 
pinion of the Englith Epifcopal Divines (as We may irre- 
fragably gather trom their Praétice ) that ’tis lawfal to ufe 
Words of our own in the Prayer immediately before Sermon. 
And he fays yet more, repeating it alfo below in the Remarks 
and Orders, “ That if any of their Minifters retufe to com- 
ply with chis their publick Liturgy, they wou'd be Degraded 
for the fame. ] 

Then after as modeft and handfome Apology for want of 
neatne{s and purity in his Tranflation, by reaton of the dificul- 
ty of the Englith Tongue, he ends the Preface with a hearty 
Prayer, That this Piece may produce {ome Effects of Concord and 
Unity in uch as think they do well in feparating from the Church 
of England, which he tells us, all true Protestants beyond Sea 
look upon as a true Temple of the Lerd of Hofts. 

_ The whole Book is divided into 39 Tiles, being as many 
different Goldly Forms or Offices for different occafions — 
We fhall take notice of allthofe which have any thing more 
remarkable, and leave che re{t to the perufa] of the devout 
and well difpofed Reader. 

The I. Title is, A Form of Morning Prayer, appointed to be 
read on Sundays,and throughout the whole Week before the Sermon. 
The firft Prayer there being ot the {ame Nature, and inany 
ofthe fame words which aie us’d in our Litany and Prayer 
for the State of Chrift’s Church Milicant in the fecond Ser- 
vice, as will plainly appear to any who will be at the pains 
of comparing one with another, as we have done, and found 
icanfwering the feveral following fuffrages of our Litany in 
thefe particulars: 

1. We pray, “That it may pleafe God to give us increafe 
“ of Grace, that we may hear meekly his#ORD .— They, 
“That God wou’d pleafe to reveal to ‘em his Holy VVORD, 
p. I. 

2. We—“ That he'd bring intothe way of Truth all fuch 
“as have erred and are deceived: — They, that he’d again 
“ bring into the right way all fuch as go afray, p.2. 

3. We—“ Thac he'd keep and ftrengthen in the true 
“* Worthipping of him their Maiefties, @c. — They to the 
fame fubftance, tho’ nearer the words of the Prayer for 
the Ch. Militant, praying alfo for their Governours by their 
ufual Stile and Title, in the manner of the Ch. of England, 
and for their Burgermafter by the Title of bis Grace, p. 2. 

4. We —“ That hed fuccour, help and comfort all chat 
“are in Danger, Neceflity and Tribulation —They, that he’d 
“ {trengthen all that are in mileries and calamities, Tribu- 
** Jation, Neceffities and Dangers, ¢o*c. p. 2, 3. 

s. We— “ That he'd Rule and Govern his Holy Ch. uni- 
“ verfal in the right Way — They alfo pray for the Univerfaf 
Church, p. 3. 

6. We —“That he’d preferve all fick Perfons, and thew 
“ pity on all Prifoners and Captives ; And further pray for’ 
“all that are detolate and epprefs'd —— They for all poor 
“ Prifoners, all fick and Afflicted Perfons, p. 3. 

7.We — “ That God wou’d give and preferve to our ufe 
“the kindly fruits of the Earth-~ They, that he'd Blefs and 
encreafe the fruits of the Earth, —— This ended, the Minifter 
exhorts ‘em in order to obtaimiuch Favours to pray fae 

with 


with Faith and Devotion, Repeating immediately the 
LORDS PRATER — the firft time in this Office, p. 4, 5. 
in the fame manner as We at the End of our Littany. 

In the Orders and Remarks on this Title, we are told the 
Minifter, after theie Prayers, 

1. Falls down upon his Knees inthe Pulpit, and Prays 
privately for himafelf before Sermon. } So our Minifters. 

2. Names his Text, and Preaches without Book, as fome 
of ours, others not, both Church and Diffenters. 

3. They have Bells, which they think not Sacred, but 
yet Chime their People with ‘em to Church. 

4. They Begin and Erd every Service on Sundays, Tue{days 
and Holy-ddys, with a Hymn or fome Verfes of a Pfalm, 
+ 6, Fs 
/ 1. Title — Sund, Morn. Prayer after Sermon — 1. Banes 
Publifhe in almoft all the fame Words with ours. 

2, Commemoration of the Dead, much more full and po- 
fitive than ours, fee Burials below. 

2. Parag. —p.10. A general Confeffion of Sins, repeat- 
ed by the People after the Minifter —as ours, p.10. 

4. Prayer after Confeffion, much of the fame Nature with 
that before Sermon, but fomething more refembling ours 
for the Church Militant. p. 15. The Lords Prayer agen in the 
fame Service. } Nor is it more than twice repeated in any 
of our Offices ~~ unlefS more be added, and then ’tis alfo 
oftner in theirs. 

Order, p, 16. Baptifin in a Font, p. 17. Quire and Sing- 
ing Boys, p. 18. Organs in Holland, Trumpets at Bern in their 
Churebes, no Initruments of Mufick at Zurich, tho’ they 
With they had, and are forry they were given or fold to 
the Popifh Cantons of Lucern in the Heat of the Reformatt- 
on, but if it cou’d be done without the Offence of Weaker 
Brethren, often declare they'd fain bring ‘em in again. 

In the Orders and Remarks, p. 21, 32, 23. We find, no Pray- 
ersto be us'd in the Church befides theie, unlefs when the 
Senate appoints ic on extraordinary Occafions, ( and thofe 

rovided tor as below ) nor are then the Ordinary Forms to 

e Omitted, thofe who refufe to read them being {u/pended 
as Schi(maricks, and if they perfift Difobedient and Obtti- 
nate, remov'd ab Officio @@ Beneficio. With the Lord’s Pray- 
er they Begin and End publick and private Service, their 
Children enns repeating it before and after Dinner and 
Supper. It is thought Sacriledge to Omit ‘tin Religious 
Duties ; and the Author “Cou’d never perfwade any to be- 
© Jieve he had feen or Difcours’d with any People pretending to 
“ be the pureft Protcftants, whofeldom or never us’d that Prayer. 

Title 1V. p. 24. Is the Form of Evening Prayer, after which 
Rules for Preaching — one of the moft remarkable, “ That 
“they muft not Preach up meer Morality, without the Ener 
“ gy of Faith. ad 

Title VI. A particular Prayer for Tuefday, containing an 
Excellent Confeffion. 

IX. Expofition on the Bible, Wednefdays and Saturd. Wedn. 
Even. p. 44. they Pray’d in K. Fames his time, “ For us their 
“ Suffering Brethren in Engl. Scotl. and Ireland, &c. ] Now 
who were the great Sufferers here in that Reign but the Chur. 
of England ? ag bO 

XIII. p.66. Their Catechifing, Saturdays and Sundays, be- 
ginning with the Lords Prayer, Creed, and Ten Commandments, 
then Examining the Children out of the Tigurine Catechife — 
all Parents being Oblig’d to bring their Children to the Ch. 
for that End — ] as Ours are too by our Canon and Rubric. 
Thofe abfent from Sermon or Service, tho’ but on Week- 
days, if Obftinate, [mprifon'd and Fin’d by the Magiftrate. 

XIV. Catechifing is concluded with the Lords Prayer and a 
Pfalm. 

XV. Is the Form of Baptifm — wherein Godfathers and 
Godmothers are requir’d, fee p. 81. the Introduction is to 
the fame Senfe of the firft Prayer, and almoft in the fame 
Words with ours, the Gofpel the very fame, from the roth, 
of St. Murk, then another fhort Exhortation like our Dear- 
ly Beloved, &c. then the Creed, as it follows in ours: After a 
third the Godmother brings the Child to the Font, and holds 
it while the Minifter pours Water three times upon it. Bap- 
tifm is never to be Adminiftred in any private Houfe, unleis 
the Child dangeroufly Yl, but in the Parifh Church, and 
no Minifter dares Chriften a Child without Sureties. ~ 

XVI. Is the Lord’s Supper, p. 94. After the Explanation of 
the Nature of this Sacrament, |ike our Exhortation, follows 
the Confeffion, as in ours, then the Epiftle, and afterwards that 
Angelica] Hymn, Glory be to God on high, in Earth Peace, &c. 
hardly differing in 3 Words from that the Ch, of Eng. ufes in 
the fame Service, Pp. 99, 100, 101. next the Gofpel, with 
Glory be to thee O God, repeated as foon as ’tis named, and 
Thanks afterwards, as with us; then the Creed and Lords 
Prayer — | which laft, We dare be confident, was never 
Omitted in any Celebration of this Ordinance, Ancient or 
Modern, except thofe of our Diffenting Brethren here in 
England: Then the Surfum Corda, or Lift up your Hearts — 


as us'd by us and the Primitive Churches, p. 108. then ¢he 
Form of Confecration, almoft to a tittle the fame with ours, 


¥09, 110. The Minifters carry the Bread to the Communi-, 
cants, after which they fing a Noble Hymn, alternatin, or 
Verle by Verfe: They ufe Wafer-Bread, and Wooden Cha- 
lices, but leave Strangers at Liberty. 

Tis but fair that We Oblerve, the People receive in the 
City Churches, fitting or ftanding, the Minifters all ftanding, 
and fo the People too in Country Churches, coming forth 
to the Table — But none, he fays, will believe, chat there 
are any Proteftants in England who refufe to take the Sacra- 
ment in their own fettled National Church en no other Ac- 
count but becaufe they are enjoyn’d by the Canons of that 
Church to take it Kneeling, ieveral Germans chufing to re- 
ceive Kneeling here in England, when left to their Liberty. 
Minifters are to Reprove Bad Livers, to reconcile thofe in 
Malice, and if Obftinate, keep from the Sacrament, and ia- 
form the Magiftrate, who Imprifons and Feeds ‘em with 
Bread and Water ’till fome Vifible Signs of Amendment, and 
Blafphemers dye without Mercy. 

Their Form of Matrimony follows, not unlike ours, with 
Banes or Licenfe, which thofe that have not are Cited into 
the Court. One very pretty Cuftom they have, p. 10. 
That if two Perfonsare Engag'd to each other, and the Pa- 
reits refife to Confent, only on account of the Poverty of 
the one of the Parties, they are Cited before the Court, and 
ifthey can bring no Objeétion againft either of the Perfons 
Morals, they are not fuffer’d to hinder the Marriage. Ano- 
ther pretty Cuftom is, that the Bride on her Wedding-day and 
fome time after, wears a Garland both in the Church and 
out on't, plated of Marjoram, Rofemary, and other Sweet 
Herbs, embroider’d with Gold and fet with Pearls — but if 
with Child before Marriage, ftriGtly forbidden to Wear it. 

The XVIII Title is their Burial-Form, in this manner, p- 
146. “ Whereas Almighty God hath taken our of this Thrall- 
“ dom, and cajl’d to his Fatherly Mercy and Glory our Dear 
“ Brother, @c. ] Not very far different {ure from our own, 
— Forafmuch as it hath pleafed Almighty God to take anvo him- 
felf the Soul of our Dear Brother bere departed, 8c. where our 
Hope of Refurrestion to Eternal Life, if ic fhould be an Error 
on the Charitable fide, is yet much lefs full and pofitive than 
this Affertion, That God hath call'd their Brother or Sifter to 
bis Fatherly Mercy and Glory ; and as full or yet fuller in the 
Commemoration of the Dead, already mention’d, p. 9. where 
they fay, they are tranflated into everlafting Foy and Bleffednefs, 
Two things only remain to be enquir’d into — Whether the 
Minifter ben’ at Liberty to deny this Chriftian Burial to ill 
People? — and, Whether their People are as iff as ours ? To 
the firft, there none are excepted out of it but thofe chat are 
Dead-born, oz {uch as\lay Violent Hands upon themfelves, 
p. 152+ whereas We alio Except the Unbaptized and Excom- 
municated. To the fecond, We With they were better than 
We now are ; but their own Publick Confeffions, wherein 
fure they'd infert nothing falfe, thew us quite otherwife : 
They acknowledge, p. 233. and other places, that they are 
guilty of Curfing and Bla{pheming, Intemperance and Drunken- 
ne(s, Pride, Vanity, Lafcivioujne{s, and many ather grofs and 
{candalous Sins. A 

Title X1X. is a Prayer for Chriffmafs. XX. For New-Years- 
Day. XXI. For Eafter. XXII. For Afcenfion; and XXIII. For 
Whitfuntide. XXIV. On their Confecration or Dedication of 
any Church, Bleffling God therein for the Enjoyment of fo 
many Holy Churches, Chappels, cc. defign’a for Prayer 
and Divine Service, ¢°c. — The reft of the Book conirains 
Prayers on feveral Extraordinary Occafions. 

Now to recapitulate: From the whole We think ’tis plaia, 
that this Church of Zurick agrees with the Ch. of Engi. in 
that which is the Effence of Epifcopacy, Prefidency and Dioce- 
fan Power, befides the Lordfhip: That it holds Forms law- 
ful, and enjoyn’d Forms ; that it has a fet Liturgy, and Obji- 
ges all its Minifters to ufe it, and fufpends thofe that deny 
it: And to make fhort, that the Celebration of all its Sa- 
cred Offices are in the main, nay, moft of the Circumftances, 
the very Words the famewith ours ¢ Whence, either they 
too mult be Idolaters, or We can't be fo. 

We further affirm, that the Tigurine Churches are not fin- 
gular in this Matter ; that moft, if not all the Forreign Pro- 
teftant Churches have Bifhops, either Name or Thing, and 
fome both, nay, Arch-Bifhops. That they have al] Lirur- 
gies, that they ufe the Ze Deum in many places, the Afagnj- 
ficat, 8c. in moft, The Lord’s Prayer in all, which We think 
are Forms. And that We think We can make good every 
word We have here afferted, and much more, and that y 
on the whole We wou’d earneftly defire thofe who fhow fo 
much more ill Nature than Chriftigeity in their terrible 
Cenfures of us before recited, hey wou'd confider 
what they do, in making not only us but all the Proteftant 
Churches in the World befide guilty of Idolatry, which is 
one of the blackeft Sins that excludes out of Heaven.
